Man‘s arraignment

Tran, who’s being held in 
Orange County Jail, is sched- 
uled to appear at Central 
Court in Santa Ana at 8:30 
a.m. Friday. Tran’s bail has 
been set at $10,000. 

If Tran pleads innocent to 
the charges, he could opt for a 
trial by jury or judge and has 
the option of having a public 
defender appointed for his 
defense. If Tran pleads guilty, 
he could be sentenced Friday.

Cal ‘State ‘“Fullerton’s 
Academic Senate approved a 
resolution Thursday that clears 
up confusion concerning the 
creation of a University-Wide 
Planning Committee. 

The approved resolution pro- 
poses that the Long Range 
Planning and _ Priorities 
Committee be the basis of the 
University-Wide Planning 
Committee, surrounded by 
other subcommittees. The plan 
was drafted by the senate’s 
executive committee. 

At his State of the University 
address last month, President 

. Milton Gordon called for the 
creation of a University-Wide 


Planning Committee made up. 


of interest groups not included 
by the LRPPC, such as univer- 
sity advancement, alumni and 
staff. 

The resolution, which will be 
presented to Gordon for consid- 
eration, also called for the 
involvement of faculty from 
each school on the committee, a 
subject of concern at last week’s 
meeting. Although the resolu- 
tion states that there should be 
“rich” faculty involvement, it 
does not provide a specific num- 
ber of faculty to be appointed. 

The resolution was also 
designed to thank Gordon now 
for recognizing the need to plan 
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occurred.

Professor gets 
firsthand look 


at Laguna fire

Although Cal State 

Fullerton is 30 miles away 
from most fire-affected areas 
in Southern California, the 
fear of devastation hit home 
for communications Professor 
Shay Sayre, whose home was 
right in the path of last 
week’s Laguna Beach blaze. 

“I was teaching a class and 
a student ran in to tell me 
‘Laguna is burning,” she 
said. “I jumped right in my 
car and headed down there.” 

. On her way home, her 
route through Corona Del 
Mar was closed. She went to 
a nearby shelter and found 
some people from Emerald 
Bay — a neighboring commu- 
nity — who were watching 
their houses burn on a big- 
screen television. : 
_That’s when she got her 
first jolt of fear. The fire had 
come within 250 yards of her 
home. 

She then went to the 
Fashion Island mall in 
Newport Beach, where other 
victims had gathered. She 
wouldn’t be getting home that 
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Tanizaki said there are-

- as the person who started the

“There were people sitting 
around drinking beers and 
watching their trailers explode,” 
she said. “The mood was really 
surprising. People were just 
watching the TV as if their 
homes burning was no big deal. 
It’s a different mind-set in ‘this 
area.” ‘ 

She went to Neiman-Marcus, 
which was the only store still 
open, to buy some clothes, They 
gave her a big price break. 

She stayed at a friend’s house 
that night, and the thought that 
she could lose her house finally 
hit her. 

“I became a little bit frantic,” 
she said. “It was right by my 
house and all I could think 
about is, ‘What if the fire starts 
coming down the hill?” 

The next morning, the route 
to her home was still blocked, so 
she walked six miles to another 
route. It was also blocked. 


“I ran into a journalist who. | 


had a press pass, then I got an 
idea, “ she said. “I laid on the 
floor of his car and put a tarp 
over my body. He drove me 


< “through the police lines.and I. 


was 4ble to get home.” 
There were so many media 


people that they outnumbered 
the firefighters, she said. 

“It was a media circus,” she 
said. 

She arrived home. It was 
fine. 

Although her house was ‘not 
affected by the fire, her experi- 
ence with fire runs deep. 


She studied the 1991 


Oakland fire, which destroyed 
more than 3,600 homes. It was 
much more devastating than 
the Laguna fire, she said. 

“In Laguna, it seems the peo- 
ple are not as attached to their 
homes as (symbols of) their

identity,” she said. “They don’t 
care as much. In Oakland, 
everything the people identified 
with was destroyed. Their

“People have already begun 
to go to City Hall for plans to 
rebuild,” she said. “The insur- 
ance people are handing out 
cash and everyone is helping.

Nursing program remains stable 


News. 


After loss of four staff members, two professors handling six; :person load

Despite the loss of four full- 
time staff members ‘last year, 
Cal State Fullerton’s upper- 
division nursing program still 
manages to provide the same 
quality of services. 

In 1992, one staff member 
retired, two took positions else- 
where and a fourth died of can- 
cer, leaving only two full-time 
staff members to perform all 
program functions. 

“Last year was cataclysmal, 
but the fact that we have 
requested to search for a third 
full-time professor — that, cer- 
tainly would make the load on 
the two of us much better,” 
said Arlene Blix, a full-time 
professor who has remained 
with the program. 

The nursing program was 
created in 1974 to cater specifi- 
cally to registered nurses seek- 
ing a bachelor’s degree to pre- 


vent them from retaking cours- 
es already completed during 
initial training. 

In addition to Blix, depart- 
ment chairwoman Julia George 
and other remaining full-time 
professors, the department has 


‘hired part-time professors to 


help with the teaching load. 

“What six bodies used to do, 
two now have to do,” Blix said. 
“In terms of teaching though, 
that’s not changed. We teach 
the same number of units as 
before.” 

The department has suffered 
a gradual decrease in enroll- 
ment that Blix says is due to 
the combination of a slow econ- 


omy and higher fees. 


Some people who would be 
students have had to work to 
support themselves or families. 
However, enrollment has lev- 
eled off in the past few years, 
and has risen slightly this 
year, she said. 

“Our students are all work- 


ing R.N.’s. With the economy, 
they’ve needed to work more, 
and that means they can take 
fewer classes,” Blix said. “So 
we don’t really have that many 
fewer bodies, but we do have 
quite -a lot fewer (full-time 
equivalent students) because 


students are taking fewer 


classes.” 

Despite the threat of 
decreasing enrollment, Blix 
said she thinks President 
Clinton’s proposed health plan 
will result in an opportunity 
for nurses to play a more active 
role in the health care system. 

“They can work more in pre- 
vention, teaching people how 
to stay well, to prevent disease 
rather than people getting sick 
and spending huge amounts of 
money to get themselves well 
again,” she said. 

- “They really need to have at 
least a baccalaureate degree in 
order to do that.”

It's like reading about people killed in a war. 
You read that, say, 15 million people were killed 
in a war, but the number is too staggering. It 
doesn't enter your consciousness in any other 

way except as a number to recognized on a test. 

But, now this “war” is against nature's fury, 
and the casualties are people's homes, their very 
existence, 

I was in Laguna the Monday before the fires, 
It was a pleasant drive down Laguna Canyon. I 
remember looking around at the hillsides and 
marveling at how truly beautiful it was there. 

When the fires started, I was first alerted by 
the layer of soot that covered my car. Then, like 
most people, I watched on television as the fire 

_ raced up one hill, destroying everything in its 

path, then down another hill. Numbers began 
to come in: 5,000 acres burned, 30 houses. 

The numbers went up as the fire progressed, 
finally ending around 18,000 acres burne, and 
some 300 houses destroyed in Laguna. 


Wall represents history “we cannot forget’ 


On the fresh, green 
grass lay a red rose, wilt- 
ing under the growing, 
easeful heat of the morn- 
ing sun. It was but one of 
countless regular expres- 
sions of love at Memory 
Garden Memorial Park in 
Brea. 

But this day was spe- 
cial. There were more bal- 
loons, more letters, more 
photographs and more red 
roses than usual. 

The Moving Wall, a half-size traveling repli- 
ca of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in 

Washington, D.C., was there. And people were 
flocking to pay tribute to the men and women 
who died for our country. 

A thirtysomething man in black shorts, 
white T-shirt and sunglasses stood in front of 
The Wall, searching. His name is Robert 
Morgan. He was an 18-year-old factory worker 
in Santa Ana when he was drafted to serve in 
Vietnam. . 

He bent his knees to read the names near 
the bottom of Panel 56 and ran his fingers 
down each line, searching. On Line 18, he 
found the name of an old friend: PETER'F. 
FONDA. : 

Morgan bowed his head, his right hand over 
the name of his fallen friend. “God Bless the

Laguna spirit untouched by fires

I ventured back down there a couple days 
ago, drawn by the same morbid curiosity that 
brings anyone to these kind of things. 

Initially, driving down Laguna Canyon was 
no different from any other time. It was green 
and lush as ever. 

Then the smell hit me. ‘It was like the biggest 


‘campfire ever created. ‘It’s amazing that some- 


thing as destructive as a wildfire can smell as 
sweet as a campfire I remember cooking marsh- 
mallows around. 

I turned a bend on the drive and suddenly, 
there it was on the hills to the north of me. 
Along the top of the hill, the green mat of trees 
and brush suddenly became black. The hilltop 
was charred, showing only darkened earth. 

I drove further and it didn’t take long for the 
destruction to come literally right dewn to the 
roadside. Remnants of fire fighting measures 
remained. I saw a firebreak, and how effective 
it was. There was a blackened field, then a strip 
of dirt no more than about 10 feet wide. On the 
other side of the dirt was normal, untouched, 
dry, brown grass, as flammable as that on the 
charred side surely was. It was a testament to 
how effective measures like this are, 

I drove onward and finally made it to where 
the neighborhoods were. AsI drove up what 


_ was once a friendly drive, I was met with some- 


thing like a post-apocalypse movie set. The 
houses were gone, replaced with free-standing 
chimneys. 

I parked my car and wandered about one of 
the barren lots. Lying on what may have been a 


U.S.A.” piped out of loudspeakers. He sat there 
for a few moments, quietly running his fingers 
over the name, gazing, lost in its letters. It 
was a peaceful picture — so peaceful that, for a 
moment, it was easy to forget about the mad- 
ness of the war. 

But then he turned his head to look at the 
sea ofnames. He shook his head and mut- 
tered, “What a waste.” 

Thousands dead. For what? he asked shak- 
ing his head. “To fight a war without a cause?” 

He looked at me, his face reflecting the pain 
of America’s longest war. I could not see his 
eyes, They — like much of his pain — were 
hidden, kept to himself. He looked away and 
stared at the names again. 

Without much prodding, he began to tell his 
story. I could not see his eyes under the dark 
sunglasses. With every utterance, his lips quiv- 
ered, shook. At one point, he paused — to cry. 

He began to talk again, this time about 
Peter F. Fonda. They were both 18 when they 
met in Fort Hood, Texas, where basic training 
for new draftees was held. They were both 
young and innocent, their whole lives ahead of 
them. 

But the idea of serving their country was “a 
big thing for us. The first few weeks, we were 
‘high and adrenaline was pumping. We were . 
gung-ho.” 

Then things changed. People began to die. 
Americans began to get killed. One by one and 


And let them burn in Hell, as the fires 


hardwood floor were artifacts of a destroyed 
existence. Empty picture frames. Broken dish- 


_es, A washer and dryer, not only burned, but 


twisted from the intense heat of the flames. A 
toilet that shattered under the force of the fire. 
Nothing left stood more than a couple of feet 
high. 


I was not the only one wandering the tubble., aa 


I was accompanied by others: cleanup crews, 
insurance adjusters, lots of. police, But more 
than anyone, there were the owners of these 
homes. They wandered the rubble, looking for 
anything they could salvage. 

Residents posted a signboard for mutual help. 
Someone else on the street had posted a sign on 
his miraculously untouched house, thanking his 
neighbors from helping it be spared from the ° 
destruction that ravaged nearly every house 
around him. Others chatted about what they 
plan to do next. Eavesdropping on these conver- 
sations drew a resounding conclusion: We're 
staying. We're rebuilding. It’s going to take 
more than a fire to get us out. 

Perhaps the most powerful thought that was 
in my mind as I wandered the rubble was that 
this was done on purpose. Some sick person 
took a match and lit this fire. He destroyed 
communities. He destroyed memories. He 
destroyed millions of dollars of property. But if 
his intent was to destroy these people's spirits 
and their resiliency, he failed.

then by the hundreds. Too many to count. Too 
many to remember. The “high” became a mix 
of adrenaline and fear —a fear painfully 
unspoken. ' 

“We realized this wasn’t just a game any- 
more,” Morgan said. “This was war.” 

He did not realize, though, that the young 
man who sat beside him one afternoon inside a 
foxhole would soon go home — ina body bag. 

‘Tt still hurts to remember,” Morgan said. 

Morgan admitted that the numbers are no 
longer too many to count, the names no longer 
too many to remember, : 

“It's a part of history we cannot forget,” he 
said. - 

A school bus full of students stopped near 
The Wall. Morgan looked at the teen-agers. He 
smiled. He appreciated the fact that schools 
are now willing to expose the younger genera- 
tion to the realities of the Vietnam War. 

“It means a lot,” said Morgan, a father of 
three. “It means a helluva lot.” 

Morgan’s trip to The Wall-was part of the 
healing — part of letting go of some of the pain 
and the bitterness and the guilt. 

He looked at Fonda’s name one last time. 
He stared. Then he turned and silently walked 
away — no longer a bitter man, but a vindicat- 
ed war veteran. : :

doesn’t already do this. 

“If you look at the other schools 
we have to compete against in 
the Big West, we are so under- 
budgeted, it’s amazing we can 
even compete at the level we do 
now,” Jeremiah said. “We don't 
have half the scholarships they 
do, and most of our teams don’t 
even have enough money to trav- 
el. They've got to raise part of it 
on their own.” 

“Most students are going to be 
against this at first, but then will 
change their minds if they actu- 
ally take time to read and think 
about it.

NCAA Tournament hopes rest in hands.of committee

Seventy-two hours and count- 


‘ing. 


The Cal State Fullerton men’s 
soccer team is exactly three days 
away from finding their destiny. 

The Titans’ goal of reaching the 
NCAA tournament for the first 
time since 1986 now lies in the 
hands of the Far West Advisory 
Committee for Playoff Selection. 

Chairman Bob Martin, soccer 
coach at St. Mary's College, along 
with seven other committee mem- 
bers, will decide Sunday and 
Monday afternoons whether or not 
the Titans will suit up again in 
1993. 

The eight-member committee, 
responsible for compiling hun- 
dreds of statistics and rating 
teams on a one through five scale, 
has already been hard at work, 
trying to make the selection 
process quick. 

“IT remember years when I was 
on the phone from 6 a.m. until 2 
a.m. the next day,” Martin said. 
“That's 5 a.m. on the east coast. + 
I’m usually on the phone from 
seven to eight hours. 

“This year, they split it into two 
different days, so we can work 
Sunday afternoon, sleep on it, and 
come back Monday afternoon to 
finish up.” 

The two-day process isn’t the 
only change made this year by the 
NCAA Executive Committee. A 
new computer program, which 
will help to compile statistics and 
evaluate teams, is also being used 
for the first time, along with the 
addition of four more teams in the 
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with the recruiting and the 
money, I couldn’t have come 
close (to what I’m doing here). I 
can’t put up numbers by ‘tnyself, 
I need a line, receivers and a bal- 
anced attack.” 

Now he has the athletes, the 
offense and the support of a com- 
munity suddenly gone wild over 
football. Where he once per- 
formed before an average of 
2,000 fans at Santa Ana 
Stadium, he now drinks in the 
adoration of the 40,000-plus fans 
at KSU Stadium, where the goal- 
posts were torn down Saturday 
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tournament, _ 

“They have added four places 
because each year it seems we 
leave off three or four quality 
teams that clearly should be in the 
tournament,” Martin said. 

“The computer program will 
help turn statistics into a spread- 
sheet, ranking each of the teams 
in the region. It will help us get a 
good feel for the teams by statisti- 
cal analysis.” 

The program evaluates strength 
of schedule, winning percentage, 
home and away records, records in 
the last 10 games and records 
against other teams in the region. 

The program also helps the 
committee to give each team a 
ranking from one to five, one being 
excellent. The rankings help to 
evaluate regional teams against 
other teams. 

“The national committee, for the 
first time, is overseeing each 
region’s rating process, making 
sure the regions don’t overesti- 
mate some of their teams com- 
pared to teams from other areas. 
The Far West has generally been 
pretty accurate with the ratings.” 

Martin said the Titans are defi- 
nitely being considered for one of 
the at-large berths awarded to the 
region. 

“Fullerton had an excellent 
schedule and had some excellent 
wins,” Martin said. “But they did 
have one bad loss (to Loyola 
Marymount), and do have six loss- 
es. That will be high for teams 
being considered.” 

The Far West region has gener- 
ally been well represented in the 
tournament in recent years. 


According to Martin, the region.. 


after the 17th-ranked Wildcats 
defeated Oklahoma, 21-7. 

“The support around the city is. 
incredible. Two thousand fans is 
a drop in the bucket here. The 
whole atmosphere around here is 
a lot better,” he said. 

His performance has helped 

levitate Kansas State to heights 
that weren’t even visible a few 
years ago. 
_ Since head coach Bill Snyder 
took over the program in 1989, 
Kansas State has progressed 
steadily. 

Snyder's first team went 1-10, 
but improved to.5-6 last year. 
Now the 6-1-1 Wildcats have 
their sights set on a bowl bid, 
although it would take a major 


sent five teams last year, and aver- 
age between five and six every 
tournament. 

“Since I’ve been on the commit- 
tee, the region has been well repre- 
sented,” Martin said. “But this 
year, who knows? The power 
changes from region to region 
throughout the country, but this is 


usually a strong conference. We | 


try to keep it objective.” 

The Titans (18-6, 5-2) finished 
tied for second place with Cal 
State Northridge behind UCLA in 
the Pacific Division of the 
Mountain Pacific Sports 
Federation. 

Both the Bruins ana Matadors 
advanced to the MPSF playoffs at 
UCLA this weekend, along with 
Air Force and Stanford from the 
Mountain Division. 

UCLA and Santa Clara are the 


only two teams with better records - 


than CSUF in the region, and both 
have chances for automatic bids 
from their conferences. Both are 
considered locks for at-large berths 
if they don’t win their respective 
conference playoffs. 

“Our team clearly deserves to be 
in the NCAA championship tour- 
nament,” head coach Al Mistri 
said. “But we were 12-6 last year 
and were overlooked. 

“The difference this year should 
be the strength of our schedule, 
and the MPSF has a very high vic- 
tory factor in the computer rank- 


The Titans are 4-2 against Top 
20 teams, defeating North 
Carolina, Washington, Fresno 
Staté and UCLA. The two losses 
were against Santa Clara and 
Rutgers. 


collapse by Nebraska for Kansas 
State to end up in the Orange 
Bowl. : : 

“I know if the season was to 
end right now we wouldn’t get a 
bowl bid,” May said. “We're set- 
ting our goals high, and hopeful- 
ly we'll reach them and end up 
playing on New Year's Day.” 

Although his arm strength, 
athletic ability and leadership 
skills suggest May might soon be 
an attractive NFL prospect, he 
isn’t concerned with that just yet. 

“I don’t know if they look at 
you as a junior or what,” he said. 

“My goal is just to get us toa 
bowl and have a winning season.

want to be,” Mistri said. 
“We're not up to the level of 
UC Santa Barbara, San 
Diego State or. the 
University of San Diego.” 

However, Mistri stresses 
that this season was still a 
successful one. The Titans, 
who started playing together 
for the first time on Aug. 25, 
have come a long wav from 
the beginning of the season. 

“They went as far as they 
could'possibly have,” Mistri 
said. “They did an extraordi- 
nary job. They went by all 
expectations and I’m full of 
gratitude.” 

Next season the Titans 
will be looking to build on 
their foundation with the 
chance to recruit players and 
possibly the offering of schol-.
